Poland Confers 
| Rare Decoration on 


Two U. S. Bishops 


Washington, Sept. t. 16. —~The Knight 
Commander’s Cross with the Star of 
the Order of Polonia Restituta, a rare 
Polish. decoration, was conferred upon 
the Rt. Rev. Joseph Schrembs, Bishop 
of Cleveland, and the Rt. Rev. 
J. Gallagher, Bishop of Detroit, at 
luncheon given in their honor today 
at the legation by Jan Ciechanowski, 
Polish Minister to the United States. 
Bishop Schrembs and Bishop Gal- 
lagher were in Washington to attend 
the annual Bishops’ meeting. 

In conferring the honors, the Minis- 
ter made it plain that Poland wished 
to recognize the kindliness and under- 
standing manner which the 
bishops have displayed in the treat- 
ment of the many people of Polish 
‘origin who have come under their 
spiritual care, and the generous as- 
sistance they have lent them in their 
new country. 

Bishop Schrembs in accepting the 

decoration said that his friendship 
for the Polish people was not of re- 
cent origin. For thirty-four years he 
had worked among them. From his 
contact with them he had conceived 
for them admiration and friendship. 
It was his pride that his feelings to- 
ward them were reciprocated. 
Bishop Gallagher said an indication 
his esteem for the Poles was 
found in the fact that his secretary 
was a Pole. The Bishop said he has 
been an ardent. advocate Polish 
liberty. Now that the Poles had re 
ceived liberty he hoped they would 
always retain it.
